ALLIED SETTLEMENT 


French Would Assume Ab- 
solute Control of Rhine- 
land Section Now Occu- 
pied by Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 28.—-A plan for di- 
rect action by France as a solution of 
the reparations question was submit- 
ted today to the full Cabinet, mevet- 
ing in the Elysee Palace, with Presi- 
dent Millerand presiding. 


shal Foch, and the Ministers of Fi- 
nance, War and Liberated Regions 
Occupation Expansion Plan. 

Marshal Foch and Major-General 
Buat, the French chief of staff, are 
understood to have told President 
Millerand and Premier Poincare at 
yesterday's meeting that a plan for 
expanding the military vuccupation of 
the right bank of the Rhine had 
peen prepared and could be executed 
within 24 hours. 

Tirard, the French High Com- 
missioner for the Rhineland, in dis- 
cussing his part in any necessary 
action, said that civil administration 
of the territory occupied by France 
on the left bank of the Rhine could 
be immediately taken over by com- 
petent French authorities. 

Couldn’t Act Till Jan. 15. 

This program would be applicable 
only after Jan. 15, for Germany now 
has a moratorium until the end of 
December and the first payment 
under the existing scheme of repa- 
rations, now in suspension, would v0@ 
due in the middle of January. Ger- 
many’s failure to meet this payment 
would, in the opinion of the French, 
automatically give them the right 
to act. 

France now is ready “to go it 
alone,’ acting on the theory that if 
she ever expects to get anything 
from Germany she must, as the 
French newspapers say, hit Germany 
hard in the Ruhr, her most vulner- 
able spot. This is specifically 
stated in apparently inspired reports 
of yesterday’s Elysee meeting given 
only to French newpapers. In these 
articles it is explained that action 
in the Ruhr would be designed to 
strike the hardest blow at the “inter- 
ests of the great heads of German 
mining and metal industries” as well 
as to obtain for France the full 
quota of reparation coal and coke 
which she needs for the full devel- 
opment of Lorraine iron industries. 

Complete control of the French 
sector of the Rhineland would ac- 
complish the much desired expulsion 
of German officials, many of whom, 
the French’ believe, are Prussians

| Modern Interpretation by Mr. 
and Mrs. Kennedy.

EATED on either side of a table, 
with a student lamp, and using 
\a@ modern barbarous jargon in lieu 
of the incomparable music of an- 
elent Greek speech, Edith Wynne 
Matthison and Charles Rann Ken- 
nedy, last night at the Artists’ Guild, 
summoned up imperial Athens and 
| her freemen in festive attire troop- 


ing to the great open-air theater on | 


| the slope of the Acropolis, with its 
jmarble thrones for the 
Dionysus; there to crown with lau- 
|rel, in the shadow of the Parthenon, 
'a victorious dramatic poet. 

The work with which the scholar- 
ly readers thus kindled the imagina- 
tion was not one of titanic Eschylus 
|or classic Sophocles: but the famous 
| romantic operetta, “Alcestis,”” by-the 
human, the pathetic Eurtpides. In 
two actual respects, also, the reading 
|called up the technique of dramatic 
‘production in old Hellas 

The Greek theater employed two, 
or at most three. principal actors, 
men, who took all the roles, male 
and female. It was thoroughly in 
the ancient spirit that Miss Matthi- 
‘son should impersonate in turn 
Apollo, the matdservant, both Al- 
éestis and Admetus, and their child 
Eumelus, with his piping treble; and 
that Mr. Kennedy should speak for 
the chorus, for grisly Death, for that 
‘'bitter-tongued ancient, 
for bluff, jovial and rictous 
aclers. 

As is well known, the lIyrics and 
choruses in Greek dramas were 
sung. and Miss Matthison chanted 
this stasimon or that in recitative, 
half spoken and half intoned, which 
used the Greek modal scale and 
ranged throwgh the tones and semi- 
tones of a tetrachord, the funda- 
mental interval of Hellenic music.

According to the fable, Apollo, 
having offended Zeus, is condemned 
to servitude under a mortal, King 
Admetus of Pherai. in Thessaly. who 
is married to the lovely Princess, Al- 
cestis of Iolcos. The Fates ordain 
that on such a day Admetus must

ID you ever stop to consider how 

many articles used and worn in 

your home are made of wool? 
No other fibre quite takes the place 
of this soft, lustrous one from tne 
sheep. Wool fibres overlap like tiny 
scales, therefore shed water, hold 
warm air within and, because of 
their elasticity, are easily knit. The 
demand for wool cloth and articles 
made of wool far exceeds the sup- 
ply. 
| Wool when combined with cotton 
makes a material which wears well, 
but which is less warm and which 
does not keep its shape so well. It is 
possible to conceal a great deal of 
cotton under the surface of woo!en 
cloth and it is difficult to detect. 

Wool has lustre and is kinky; the 
ends of the thread are stiff and look 
wiry. Take a sample home and fovi- 
low what is called the “burning 
test." Set a match to your sample 
and watch it burn. Is it all wool or 
mostly cotton? Wool burns slowly, 
chars, has an odor like that of a 
burnt feather, goes out quickly and 
has a crisp ash. Cotton burns 
| quickly with a flame, with no odor, 
|and leaves no ash. 
| ' Here’s another test anybody can 
use: Take a sample of thé goods, 
pull sharply between the two 
thumbs, first one way and then the 
other. If it begins to strain apart, 
it's too weak. Try. to tear it as you 
would a piece of paper; if it parts 
quickly, beware of it! 

Here's angther unfailing test; Buy 
five cents worth 6f caustic soda at 
the drug store. It comes in small 
sticks. Place a cup of water ™ a 
small saucepan, add two inches of 
the soda, and when it is boiling im- 
merse your wool sample. (Be most 
careful to keep the liquid away from 
hands or face.) Boil slowly for about 
10 minutes. Then look tn your 
saucépan and see—the entire sam- 
ple may have disappeared! That is. 
the true wool will disappear and 
only the cotton weave be left 

Remember the difference between 
woolens and worsteds: woolens are 
made of short wool fibres carded 
and spun into yarn that is fuzzy in 
appearance; worsteds are made from 
long fipres combed until they lie 
straight, then twisted finely. It 
takes six times as long to make 
worsted as woolen—therefore worst- 
ed is always higher in price. Woolen 
materials are soft anf do not show 
the weave plainly; worsteds. like 
serge and men's suitings, are coarse 
but last longer and keep their shape 
better. ri 

“Is this all wool?" the buyer may 
ask, and receive the reply, ‘Yes, 
madam,” when in truth it may be 
mostly “shoddy.” “Shoddy” is made 
from old garments, rags and tailors’ 
scraps, pulled apart and respun into 
yarn. Its fibres are very’ short, 
heavy and will soon pull out, leav- 
ing the warp threadbare. 

If the consumer suspects that a 
cloth is chiefly “stHoddy,”’ she should 
examine it carefully, it will be 
coarse, inelastic, short-fibred and 
break off short when pulled sharp- 


The kind of blanket not to buy ifs 
the blanket you'll find in little fuzzy 
rolis that are under the bed each 
morning! Buy a blanket which has 
about 90 per cent wool filling on a 
cotton warp. It may not look pretty, 
for the true wool color js a little 
yellowish. 

You can tell an “all wool” blanket 
by the “feel’’ of the wool, the elas- 
ticity, the softness of the blanket and 
by its animal odor. Real wool 
smelis just as a real sheep does—an 
odor that cotton never has. 

Much underwear which appears 
wool is only cotton with a fluffed-up 
“nap.” Eiderdown and canton flan- 
nel are made in a similar way. But 
these part-cotton mixtures have a 
wide use, and even underwear with 
only 20 per e@ent wool is soft and 
heat-giving—the only point is for 
the buyer to know what she is get- 
ting and be sure she is not paying 
all-wool prices for all-cotton goods.
